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CONSECRATION OF THE NEW 
AT LIVERPOOL. 


[BY TELEGRAPH. |

LIVERPOOL, Tuurspay, 3°30 por, 
There has just been held a ceremony the significance of which it js 
impossible to exaggerate. The town of Liverpool always in the van of 
progress in all material matters has jast added to its magnificent public 


buildings @ synagogue which in some respects is unsurpassed in England. 
One of the most significant facts in connection with the erection of the 
synagogue has been the extraordinary public spirit manifested by the Jews 
of Liverpool. The money requisite to defray the cost has entirely been 
collected from among resident Jews in the town or directly connected with 
it either commercially or throngh family ties. One fact tells volames—the 
building has been opened free from debt—without any such unornamental 
appendage as a mortgage. The marvellously successful Bazaar held in 
St. George’s Hall must be familiar to the readers of the Jewish Chroniel>. 
Money was wanted for the internal decoration of the synagogue. With 
commendable alacrity the ladies of the congregation, at the instigation of 
Mr, A. Hoffnung, the President—who has been throughout the life and 
soul of the movement for the erection of the synagogue—practically inter- 
preted the verse: ‘‘all the women who were wise-hearted did spin 
with their hands and brought that which they had spun.” On. all 
sides contributions flowed in—even America sending its quotes, The 
Bazaar was a brilliant success; over £3,000 was the sum netted for the 
pious purpose for which the Bazanr was held. This success is only on a 
par with the other spirited efforts connected with the building of the largest 
and handsomest synagogue in the provinces—the dedication of which marks 
an epoch in Jewish contemporary history. The energies, the liberality of 
the congregation, will by no means relax on the opening of the synagogue. 
The demand for seats in the new building has been so great that several 
heads of families will contribute between £30 and £40 a year for. seat 
secommodation, and the seat rental reaches already nearly £2,000! 


The new synagogue, which was consecrated to-day by D+. Adler, 
the Chief Rabbi, is situated in Princes Road, one of the most fashionable 
thoroughfares in the suburbs of Liverpool. The exterior of the building 
is seen to fall advantage, owing to the suitable site which has been obtained, 
Princes Road has. a large proportion of buildings devoted to public 
worship. The internal design has a nobler appearance than either the 
Central or Berkeley Street Synagogues. One of the most prominent features 
which strikes the visitor on entering is the Ark, which, though modelled 
somewhat after the styld of the Ark. of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, 
yet owing to the loftiness of the roof is seen to much better advantage 
here. The pulpit. also has a very pleasing appearance. It is in front of 
the Ark the steps of the one joining the other. The combined effect is 
grand in the extreme, and we have little hesitation in saying that when 
the internal walls are decorated, the synagogue will be ¢/e finest in Eng- 
land. ‘The general arrangements are complete down to the smallest detail. 
Fhe seats. are fitted with hair cushions, and no distinction is made in this 
respect whether the seats be set apart for the rich or the poor, and thus no 
invidions differences are made. | The luxurious carpet which extends from 
the Ark to the Almemmar is of brilliant colouring, so as to bring the outline 
of the interior in fine relief. The Almemmar is situated nearer. the door 
than is usual, but this is an advantage. ‘The following description will 
not be uninteresting though we fear it is rather technical : 7 

The stvle of architecture in which it is designed is too eclectic to be desic- 
nated by any one name.; its features being selected from both Eastern and 
Western schools of art, and blended together with enough of the eastern feeling 
to render it suggestive, and enough of western severity to make it appropriate 
for a street building in an English town. ‘The Moresque style, which has almost 
universally been adopted for modern synagogues, is, in the building, entirely

absent, the architects believing that this style is both unsuggestive and. 


inappropriate for a Jewish place of worship. We are informed that many hints 
were derived from the architectural remains recently brought to light in Jeru- 
salem, and that they formed the bases for many of the ornamental features of 
the building. The plan of the synagogue is a parallelogram, 9) feet long by 9 
feet wide, with..sacrarium (or sanctuary) eastward, aud a large 
inodious vestibule at the west end. The body cr nave of the building is 26 
feet wide by 48 feet high to the vaulted roof; and opens into the: aisles 
through lofty and finely-proportioned arches, supported on tapered” octa- 
gonal columns, with spreading capitals of foliage. Above these arcacd: 8 18 the 
clerestory of thirty-six circular-headed windows, arranged in groups of three, in 
the pointed transverse vaults of the roof, Their arches are supported on pilasters 
with eapitals of foliage. In the aisles, and at the west end over the vestioule 
are placed the ladies’ galleries. The sacrarium or sanctuary Is separated from, 
the nave by au elaborate arch, supported on fTroups of red and green 
marble columns, and is roofed in a different way to the nave, being of a waggon 


form, divided into square panels by moulded ribs. Across the sacrarium is an’ 


arcaded screen, from the centre of which the ark is projected. The ark is a 
superb piece of work, and has, indeed, been pronounced to be one of the finest 
in Europe. It stands on a polished marble platform, five steps high, and is 
itself entirely composed of polished marbles of various colours, alabaster, and 
Caen stone, and stands five and twenty feet high above the platform, termina- 
ting upwards in a group of five domes on open arcades. The whole of the stone 
carved work, and domes are to be enriched with gold and colours. At the back 
of the ark is the choir gallery, lighted with a large rose window. | In front of 
the ark platform is placed the pulpit, designed to accord with the ark, 
Before the ark hangs the “perpetual light,’ and at each end of the plat- 


form, on black marble bases, stand seven-branched-candlesticks in polished 


brass. The reading desk, is placed in the open space lett between the seats in 
of oak, relieved with rosewood

the nave; itis ornamental and constructed 
Columns, carved foliage, and figured panels. 
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from_ the west by a flight of seven steps. The whole of the scate throughont 


the buitding are of pitch pine, with arms and cushions. Moveable 

book-desks are fixed in front of the seats. The windows lighting the interior 

of the synagogue are of stained glass of tasteful floral designs. The gas lighting 

is highly satisfactory, being well distributed, without objectionable glare. Ample 

acconunodation has been provided at each end of the building in the shape of 

retiring rooms, lavatories, &c., including special rooms for the ministers and the 


choir, The principal entrance bears some resemblance to the Temple at 
Berlin, although it has not the breadth of design of the fatter. 
The front . vestibule gives access to the Synagogue through three 


double-swing doors, and to the ladies’ galleries by two broad and easy staircases, 
The carved stonework and such like are carried as connecting links all round 
tne building. The facade to Prince’s-road has been duly emphasized. The 
centre feature is the west gable of the nave, flanked by two octagonal turrets 
about 100 feet high, terminating in carved stone domed tabernacles. In the 
gable is placed the grand portal executed in carved and moulded stonework, red 
brick and polished granite. The height of this portal to the top of the outer 
arch is twenty-three feet. Over this imposing doorway is a beautiful rose win- 
dow. The gable terminates in a centre tabernacle containing inscribed Tables 
of the Law. Lateral wings terminate with four square turrets. The facade 
measures 96 feet from east to west. A massive boundary wall, of design in 
accordance with the building, extends along Prince’s-road, with three 
gateways, to give access to the grounds. Every department of the works is 
executed from the designs and under the superintendance of Messrs. W. and G. 
Audsley, architects, Cook-street. The general contractors are Messrs, Jones and 
Sons, Pleasant-street. The ark, pulpit, and general carving are executed by Mr. 
A. Newbury, of Hope-street ; the stained glass by Messrs R. B. Edmundson and 
Son, of Mancnester ; the gasfittings by Messrs. Hart, Son, Peard. and Co.. of 
London ; and the other minor works by other well-known firms in town and 


‘eleewhere. The walls will be decorated with bright rich colours to correspond 


with the general style. 


The gifts to the Synagogue have been remarkably numerous, beantifal 
and costly. Among these we may mention the following: Mrs. Braham 
has presented the pulpit, in memory of her deceased husband. © Mr. A., 
Hoffnung, the President, bas given a white silk damask curtain for the Ark 
four mantles for the Sepher, a cover for the reading-dosk and a Sepher cloth. 
Mr. Angustnsa S. Levy, a Sepher with mantle and bells. Mr. R. H. Samuel 
a pair of massiye seven-branched candlesticks, which stand prominently 
at the sides of the Ark, Mr. B. L.. Benas a silver sanetiflieation eoblat: with 
a view of the synagogue engraved on it. Mr. H. Elirenbacher a Sepher. 
Mr. John Cowan a pair of fillagree bells. Mr. Ranger an embroidered cartain 
for the Ark, Mr, Edwin L. Samtel (of an. embroidered cover 
for the reading-desk. Mrs, D. Lewis a “ perpetual-Jamp” for the Ark, 
which bears the following inscription: “ A thanksgiving by David 
Lewis on the twentieth anniversary of her marriage, in remembrance of her 
parents, in love of her husband, and in gratitude ta Almighty Giod.—Sept. 
Gth, 1874.” Mr. David Lewis, the husband of this lady, rave a munificent 
donation of £1,000. Other gifts are anticipated. 3

“How awful is this place: it is none other than the House of Géd--and 
this is the Gate of Heaven!’ These were the words which Jacob uttered when 
he awoke after sleeping on a humble stone ; these words vou would proclaint on 


entering this sacred House. You have jast quitted a place of worship, the 


and followed DY. a procession of thirteen Seroll bear Ts, the isual 
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straightened limits of which you had experienced. You have some time toiled to 
obtain a suitable place of worship, one which should adequately afford accom- 
modation to you and your wives and children and which should worthily repre- 
sent you in this splendid town. You have erected this building by your noble 
generosity, assisted by your wives and daughters who have vied with each other 
to enrich it with such beauty as should be bestowed on a House dedicated to the 
worship of the Great Architect of the Universe. These, however, are but the exter- 
nal peints of attraction. . What are the inner, the spiritual advantages ? What 
is it which entitles this edifice to be called the Gate of Heaven? Is there an 

spot on earth which is not the Gate of Heaven? No. In answer, I would call 
your attention to the words ot Moses which will be read on the ensuing Sabbath 
in your synagogue. “Take this book of the Law and put it in the Ark of the 
Covenaut of the Lord your God, so it shall be to thee for a witness concerning 
thee.” Moses. at the close of his career, when he bade farewell to the children 
of Israel, when they were about to enter the Promised Land, commanded Joshua 
to take the book of the Law and to put it in the Ark of the Covenant that it 
might be to the children of Israel a witness of God's rae of the Revelation 
given on Mount Sinai, and of the special providence of the Lord. The reverend 
preacher showed how the unity of God is the fountain of the Jews’ creed. This 
declaration of (iod’s unity was the first prayeruttered by the babe and it was the 
last prayer uttered by the Jew before he breathed his last. He then pointed out 
the value of praver; he urged his hearers not to say, What is the use of prayer ? 
Can it chance the nnchanzeable ? No, Prayer will not alter the will of the Lord 
but it will alter themselves. Prayer embraces both the end and the means, just 
as sowing and ploughing are the needful means to secure the harvest which isto 
be reaped. Prayer was a witness of the Lord's revelation : it rejoices the heart 
and teaches the Jews and through the Jews all mankind what is right and what is 
wrong what is light and what is dark ; what is a blessing and what a curse! Al- 
thouelh the truth of the Word of the Divine Law was still denied by the aceptic, yet 
like Noali's Ark it floated on the stormy waves, and witnessed the destruction 
of multitudes of false doctrines. Dr. Adler then forcibly appealed to the con- 
‘gregation to teach their children, the Ilebrew language in which the prophets 
proclaimed their inspirations. He exclaimed : Say not my brethren it would 
be bettr r to pray to the Lord m the vernacular, and to progress with the tines 
and intreduce further reforms. Do not say so; donot destroy the chain which 
binds yer to your brethren in other lands; break not the last remoant which 
eopneets you with your past history. Teach it diligently to your children, and 
let it be a testimony of God's revelation. The Jaw 1s the witness of the Lord's 
special Providence; the night of affliction has now past; the dawn of a 
hetter day has come. Observe the Sabbath, so that by its observance you 


proclaim that God created the world. Do not say that you have 
duties to fulfil to your country and therefore you cannot be ortho- 
dox Jews. Remember that in the wanderings of the children. of 
Israel they carried with them the bones of Joseph, .which taught 


them that although he lived in a land the inhabitants of which differed from 
him in religion, yet he remained a true Israelite while he was still loyal 
to his king. It is your duty to be united with your sister congregation ; 
to act with them in all educational and charitable objects and in all movements 
which shall raise the standard of the Jewish nation. Co-operate with your 
fellow-citizens in Jabouring for the peace and prosperity of this heaven-favoured 
country. 


The preacher then delivered a toyching prayer in which he implored God's 
blessing on the Synagogue, and on all the congregation, and he prayed that the 


. whole Jewish nation wight presper, and that Heaven would bless England and 


her Queen and Royal Family.

THE BANQUET. 
: THURSDAY NIGHT, 

‘The festivities of the day culmiuated in a grand banquet at St.

The New Synagogue which was erected last year at Sandhurst has not 

et been opened in consequence of the congregation being unable to obtain 


the services of a Reader, &c. 


The Rev. M. Rintel it is stated has resigned the post of Hon. Secretary 
to the East Melbourne Congregation of which he is the minister, That 
porition has always been assailed as being opposed to the best interests of 
the congregation, 

A special general meeting of the members of the Melbourne Hebrew 
Congregation was convened for the 19th of July, to consider the propriety 
of erecting a new synagogue in a more central part of the city than Bourke 
Street, in which the present synagogue is situated. The project has long 
been in contemplation, the inconvenience of the site of the existing syna- 
gogue having been a growing evil for many years past. It is estimated 
that a sum of £20,000 will be required to carry out the committee's 
scheme. | 

The St. Kilda Congregation is somewhat troubled with reference to 
the form of service which is to be adopted in the synagogue. The com- 
mittee it seems is pretty evenly composed of reformers and non-reformers. 
One member, however, being somewhat of 4 wavering disposition, non- 
reform resolations carried by his aid at one meeting are rescinded by his 
aid at the next and ‘so on. The latest position, says the Australian Israelite, 
is in favour of the reform party. The non-reformers absented themselves 
from the last meeting convened to consider the details of the reforms pro- 
posed ; consequently their opponents had it all their own way and agreed to 
certain alterations. Between two stools the Rev. Mr. Blaubaum, the new 
minister of the congregation, may fall to the ground. In order to 
promote decorum and uniformity of demeanor during the progress of 


Divine Service, worshippers have been respectfully requested to con- | 


form to certain regulations which are somewhat ludicronsly minute. 
Thus the members are urged to “enter and leave synagogue as noiselessly 
as possible,” but the most absurd partof the regulations is that which 
decides at which portions of the service the worshippers are to stand. 
As some difficulty might be experienced in obtaining uniformity in this 
respect we would advise'a few preliminary drills under an « fficient drill 
instructor. 

In a letter from Our Melbourne Correspondent which appeared in) our 
columns some time back, it was stated that the executive of the East Mel- 
bourne (Stephen-street) congregation applied to the Victorian Government 
for permission to sell the site of their present synagogue as well as the 
bailding itself and to apply the proceeds towards the purchase of 
other ground and the erection thereon of a House of Worship. Some 
opposition was raised and objections were lodged against the sale. The 
objections and opposition were, however, of little avail, for the Minister of 
Lands has granted the request of the congregation, though not exactly in 
the manner in which the latter body desired. The East Melbourne Execu- 
tive wished that the funds should be appropriated for the sole benefit of 
their congregation. ‘This was objected to by the Hon. Edward Cohen, 
Minister of Customs, and by the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, on the 
ground that the entire Jewish body in Victoria would be despoiled for the 
sake of a few. These objections have been successful, and the Minister of 
Lands bas decided that the building and site are to be disposed of for the 
benefit of “ persons of the Hebrew Faith in Victoria,” 

The Melbourne Jewish Literary and Debating Society, a most success- 
fa: institution, has recently given proof of its right to the first part of its 
title. After much deliberation a class has been formed in ccnnection with 


the Society for the Study of Hebrew Literature. Mr, Isidore Myers, one | 


of the principal promoters of the class, has consented to act as honorary 
instructor and the class is to meet once a week fortwo hours. The J4us- 
tralian Isvaelite looks on the institution of the class as a most desirable 
event, considering that it contains the germs of important beneficial results 
to colonial Judaism. We concur with our contemporary’s expression of 
opinion, Judaism in Australia has been somewhat languishing of late ; 
the study of the sacred language and the performance of several religious 
customs have been neglected. If that interest be taken in the class which 
it so pre-eminently deserves, and if the young men of Melbourne enter with 
a good-will-into the study of the language and literature of their race, much 
can be effected towards improving the position of §Judaism in the colony, 
It must, however, be admitted that the young Jews of Melbourne are of a 
more literary turn of mind than their young coreligionists in London; for 
our Jewish Literary Societies ended in failure and Hebrew Literature 
classes have met with a similar fate. All honour to our young friends in 
Melbourne. 
The Beth Din formed in Sydney somes months ago, in partial opposi- 
tion to the declared wishes of the Rey. the Chief Rabbi, has in partial 
deference to his authority been dissolved, The Execntive of the York-street 
Synagogue—the Great Synagogue of Sydney—are, however, in communi- 
cation with Dr. Adler with the view of reconstituting the Beth Din on more 
harmonious terms. One of the principal functions of the Board was the 
ceeertaraiett of applications from or on behalf of would-be proselytes to 
udaism, 
The Jewish School at Sydney or as it is called the “ Certified Denomi- 
national School, which has on previous occasions been commended by the 
Government Inspectors,} has once again elicited a satisfactory report from 
those gentlemen. Unfortunately the Hall in which the school had hitherto 
been held was at the commencement of last June withdrawn from its occa- 
pation and at the time there seemed little chance of the committee being 
able*to obtain suitable accommodation elsewhere.

_ The CuatrMan after informing Mr. Harris that he had been clected for a 
period of twelve months, said he hoped that he (Mr. Harris) would endeavour to 
act in such manner that the congregation would not be disappointed in the 
expectation they had formed of him. and that the twelve months’ engagement 
that had been entered into would be extended into one of many years’ standing, 
until a better offer should be made to him by a larger congregation. Such an 
offer would justify him in making the same change as his predecessor, who 
carried away with liin the esteem and best wishes of all. 

} Mr. IstporeE Harris in returuing thanks for his election, said that the post 
of Minister was always one of honour, but the position became especially lofty 
when a synagogue ranked so deservedly high among the congregations of our 
community as did the North London Synagogue. He felt especially thankful 
for the confidence reposed in him in spite of his youth and inexperience. Hences 
forth his aim would be to fulfil his duties conscientiously and zealously, and he 
was bold enough to hope that by following closely in the footsteps of his friend 
and predecessor, he would merit the favour and kindness extended to that 
gentieman. 

The salary of the Rev. H. Wasserzug, First Minister, was increased to £300 
per annum, and an alteration was made in one of the laws of the synagowue with 


reference to vacancies in the Committee and the mode of filling them up. 
During the consideration of the first-mentioned matter it was stated that the. 


finances of the synagogue which were not in a very satisfactory state, would not 
admit of a greater increase in Mr. Wasserzug’s salary as had been originally 


proposed ; the backward condition of the finances being in a great measure - 


owing to a large number of the members being very dilatory in paying their 
accounts, 

Prior to the dissolution of the meeting, Mr. M. T. Levirr said that as that 
weuld be the last occasion on which the Rev. Morris Joseph would act as secre- 
tary, it would be but just to pass certain resolutions which he had -the pleasure 
to propose. The Rev. Mr. Joseph had been officially connected with the 
synagogue since its establishment and he had ever performed his duties to the 
complete satisfaction of the members. He (the speaker) hoped that the reverend 
gentleman's successor would emulate his footsteps and becouie as hard a worker 
as he in the good cause. Mr. Levirr then proposed the following resolutions, 
waich on being put to the vote were carried by acclamation : , 

“The members of the North London Synagogue have received with regret the 
resignation of the Rev, Morris Joseph who has fillea the combined offices of Preacher, 
Minister and Secretary since the establishment of the congregation, to the entire satisfac- 
tion of its members. in proceeding as Preacher to an important provincial pulpit, the 
rev. gentleman carries with him the highest esteem and best wishes of his congregants for 
his continued health, happiness and prosperity, accompanied by their fervent hopes that 
he may long be spared to minister to the spiritual requirements of his new congregation.’ 

“The Committee recognize the high-minded and unselfish efforts of Mra. Joseph 
in the cause of education, and thank her for the efficient and successful manner in which 
she has conducted the Sunday Classes in connection with this congregation. The wembers 
beg to convey to Mrs. Joseph their most earnest wishes for her future welfare.” 

It was further resolved that the resolutions should be engrossed and framed. 

The Rev. Morris Joseru in returning thanks said he would hardly like to 
trespass on.the time of the meeting because le felt sure that every one would 
like to go to his home and enjoy his Sunday's repose. _ Besides, he was aiso 
unwilling to speak then, for whatever he might say would only be an anti-climax 
to that which he had spoken in the pulpit op the previous day. He sincerely 
thauked them, rather in his capacity of secretary than as minister, for the resolu- 
tions so ably drawn up and enthusiastically carried. 
leave of them the day before. Withjregard to his secretarial duties, he might say 
that, excepting some members of the committee, no one knew how arduous Were 
the duties which had devolved on him as secretary, . All knew that the congre- 
gatien had hitherto been sailing in troubled waters. Our sages said “ All begin- 
nings have difficulties ;” and surely their synagogue was no exception. Many 
burning questions had cropped up, which had called for his earnest attention and 
had caused him great anxiety. No one inthe outer congregation could form any 
idea of the immense amount of work which devolved on the secretary. Many 
remarks had been made with respect to the financial affairs of the synagogue. 
Though there were still some few difficulties to bar its onward progress, they might 
rely onit that the elements of ultimate success were present in their fullest force. 
They need never be afraid that the synagogue would ever come to anything except 
a’successful issue. It was surely a joy to those who had raised it from its foun- 
dation to have assurances of the ultimate prosperity that would crown their 
labours. They had launched their bark on troubled waters, but the storm had 
subsided and in a short time they would be able to guide their bark into the 
good haven of peace and prosperity for the whole of the congregation. He 
thanked them for the resolutions because they were the outcome of the kindly 
feeling which actuated the congregation with regard to himself and a proof of 
the affectionate relations which subsisted between himself and them. With 
regard to his wife he would be insincere if he said that he did not believe her to 
be deserving of the resolution passed in reference to her. As he had remarked at. 
the recent distribution of prizes to the pupils of his wife’s Bible Classes, the classes 
had been her’sin conception and had been carried on by her. He reiterated the hope 
that the classes would be continued either by gentlemen or by ladies. He wished 
them all good bye and hoped that their wishes for themselves and friends might 
be realised and he uttered a fervent prayer that their good wishes for the 
congregation would be fulfilled to the uttermost letter.

labours he was indefatigable ; and to literary aspirants from Germany he 
proved little less than a providence,

munity. It mast be owned that English Jews have never displayed any 
especial predilection for literature, They have not risen to high rank in 
journalism, and they do not influence or guide the opinion of an important 
section of the community. Their literary critiques do not decide the fate 
of a new book: they do not draw the tears or raise the smiles of crowded 
audiences before the curtain, by the invention of heart stirring plots, or 
by the creation of original types of character; and with perhaps one 
single exception, they do not enchain the attention of thousands of readers 
of fiction to the fortunes of the puppets of their imagination, through the 
enstomary three volumes. The few names at the head of this paper, and 
the far greater number who have distinguished themselves since, clearly 
prove that it is not the lack of any natural gift which prevents the Jew from 
echieving success in the pursuit of literature. The prospect of speedy 
wealth in the stock exchange, or the ambition of vieing with the merchant 


their service and he never abandoned them until their object so far as it 
was attainable was accomplished. He was the centre of all Jewish literary 
exertions. He obtained every important publication in that branch of 
literature ; and he patronized all the Jewish journals of his time. In his 
last years Michael Josephs lived in retirement, surrounded by three of his 
sons who cheercd his last days. He died in 1849, having reached the 
patriarchal age of 86. He was deeply regretted by the rich and by the door; 
and especially by men of letters, The void his death left in the community 
was not easily filled. Zealous workers among the Jews in the cause of 
charity have ever been plentiful; zealous workers in the cause of Jewish 
literature have been found though notso numerous. Men who have worked 
at the same time to make known the glorious Jewish]literature and to raise 
the material welfare of their race, to elevate the Jews spiritually and to 
ameliorate their physical condition, have indeed been few and Michael

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princes of England, undoubtedly exercises an alluring influence in this 


century, When the sovereign sway of gold becomes daily more and more | 


apparent and irresistible. Moreover the bar, music and painting have 
attracted the greater part of such Jewish talent and energies as have not 
been monopolised by commercial <r financial occupations. Few Jews have 
devoted themselves heart and soul to the pursuit of literature. 


Among learned Jews at the beginning of this century, we must not 
omit to mention the Rev. Solomon Lyon of Cambridge, This gentleman was 
a scholar of considerable attainments, He was educated at the University 
of Prague, and he settled in this country in the latter part of last century. 
He established the first Jewish boarding school in England, and became a 
registered tutor at the University of Cambridge. He taught Hebrew to 
several persons of social distinction, among whom may be named the Dake 
of Sussex, the present Duke of Wellington, Charles Poulett Thompson, 
Colonel Thompson, the Corn Law Reformer, Dr. Mansell Lord Bishop of 
(iloucester, and many others. He wrote a Hebrew Grammar, and several 
erudite treatises. He-was himself an‘able man, and he associated with 
men of ability. From him descended a gifted family. His daughter, 
Miss Emma Lyon, was an accomplished poetess, and those who had the 
privilege of knowing her personally are aware that she was as estimable 
and kind-hearted as she was intellectual and well educated, This lady 
was the first Jewish Englishwoman who was an authoress. She received 
an unusually good: education for her days; her father’s position and con- 
nections at the University of Cambridge aifording her exceptional advan- 
tages of this nature. Miss Emma Lyon ‘published a yolume of poems ia 
1812, which proved highly. successful, and met with a very favourable 
1eception from the reviewers of the period. After her marriage with Mr. 
‘Abraham Henry, this lady continued to write. occasional poems which 
were recited at public institutions, such as Jews’ Hospital, Jews’ Free 
School, Society of Friends for Foreigners in Distress &c. 

~~ Many of our readers will doubtless recollect the venerable figure of the 
late Michael Josephs. Ho rendered great services to Anglo-Jewish litera- 
ture and no Anglo-Jewish history would be complete without a glance at 
his life and at his works. Michael, or as sometimes he styled himself Myer, 
Josephs, was born in Konigsberg in 1763 and he came to London when a 
youth of 16, The great intellectual movement led by Mendelssohn in 
Germany had began at that time and he came to England inspired by it, 
The movement would have spread to England, had a favourable field for 
literary culture and a love for, Hebrew literature existed here, Michael 
Josephs brought with him great knowledge of the Holy Scriptures and 
much aptitude for Hebrew writing, He had the gift of making happy 
epigrams; and ingenious turns in prose and in verse characterized all his 


Josephs was one of them. 


‘The dispensations of Providence are at times strangely incomprehen- 
sible. A thunderbolt falls. The old worn out decayed trunk, leafless, 
branchless, with scarcely any vitality, is spared, and a young vigorous | 
sapling, hardly finished growing, with all the elements of a fresh robust life 
before it, is stricken to the earth. A pestilence arises. The aged invalid 
who for years has been tottering on the verge of the grave, to whom exist- 
ence is no longer aught but a prolongation of pain, who longs to lie down 
and die that he may rest from the weary pilgrimage which has proved to 
him nought but vexation of the spirit and suffering of the flesh ; he escapes 
unscathed. The youth whose career opens with brilliant prospects: who is 
endowed by the gifts of nature, whose bright genius raises the highest hope 
as to his fature career, whose path seems strewed with flowers, is inexorably 
snatched ffom onr midst by the merciless angel of death. The: blooming 
young bride perishes and the wrinkled old beldame survives ; why or where- 
fore our limited intelligence cannot understand, We only know that we 
must not question the decrees of Higher Wisdom than ours.. Arthur 
Lumley Davids, like Numa Hartog and like Philoxeni Luzzatto, the 
prodigiously learned son of the great Hebraist, Professer Luzzatto of 
Padua, lived indeed but a short span of time. Arthur Lumley Davids was 
born in the year 1811 and he died in July 1852, ere he had reached hig 
twenty-first birthday. Before he was twenty, this-wonderful young man 
had delivered a lecture in the presence of the “ Society for the Cultivation 
of Hebrew Literature” on the Philosophy of the Jews, a lecture replete 
with deep learning and profound research, Before he reached to the years 
of manhood; before he was called away from his family, he had written a 
Grammar of the Turkish language, with a preliminary discourse on the 
language and literature of the Turkish nation, &c.; a work which called 
forth from the most competent judges of the subject the most unqualified 
praise, The Literary Gazelte expressed itself on the subject in the follow- 
ing terms: “ We are informed that the euthor of this volume has not yet 
completed his 21st year; and if we were disposed to think very highly 
indeed of the learning and. research which it displays, even had they 
marked the labours of grey hairs, how much more must we prize and esti- 
mate them when we learn that the extraordinary effort proceeds from the 
verge of boyhood.” Wlappily this great work was hononred with the 
applause of the monarch, the language of whose people it illustrates; and 
it secured to its author immortal fame. 


Davids in the few years of his life had acquired a fund of knowledge 
so extensive and so varied that were age reckoned by the amonnt of learn$ 
ing attained, he must have reached a patriarchal old age, Had he been 
spared to his coreligionists and to the world at large, a mind so ardent, so 
stored with erudition, and so endowed with -zea! and perseverance, would

literary works. Many of his epigrams and poems are scattered in different 
journals; and many are dispersed in manuscript partly among his own 
pavers and partly in the letters he addressed to his friends. He composed 
for many yeers the Hebrew Ode recited at the anniversary banquet cf the 
Free School, The fugitive pieces he wrote may indeed be numbered by 


undoubtedly have amply realized the glorious promise of youth: Provi- 
dence had decreed otherwise. Davids had been bred to the law, and was 
possessed of a competent fortune. Within a few weeks of that epoch of life 
which would have rendered him his own master, in the midst of his pure and 
lofty aspirations, he became a victim to'the new pestilence that was them spreed- 


valle 


the score and these will always be read with pleasure by all who understand 
and appreciate Hebrew literature. Probably his fame as a Hebrew scholar 
rests more sclidly on his Hebrew and English Lexicon, a work of great 
utility and which displays profound scholarship aud mastery over the sacred 
tongue. 


Michael Josephs took an active part in all the movements, tending to 
the advancement of progress and enlightenment among his coreligionists. He 
participated in 1830 in the foundation of the Hebrew Literary Society for 
tho cultivation of the Sacred Language, a society which came to an un. 
timely end in less than two years. It is said that he was frequently con- 
sulted by the Chief Rabbi, the Rev. Dr. Hirschell, on questions ¢ ynnected with 
Hebrew composition; an art of which Michael Josephs was a complete master, 
He also was the first to suggest the necessity of replying to that insidious 
work “Me Caul’s Old Paths;” a work which has been since answered 
though not so completely perhaps as might be desired. Michael ae 
was a merchant by profession; and he graced his leisure hours by t . 
pursuit of those studies for which his education and tastes had so we 
fitted him. In his religious views he belonged to that happy medium, 
which it is to be larnented js not found oftener among men of intelligence. 
He was not one of those who consider the slightest infraction ot the 


— 


ing its ravages over every country in Europe, Like so many other men of . 
genius, the mind seemed to be too powerfal for the slender body. Ex- 
hausted by nightly vigils and incessant labour, his corporeal strength was 
‘nsufficient to withstand the violent attack of cholera with which he was 
seized on the night of the 17th July, 1832. He snffered in silence to 
avoid alarming his mother, and when. medical assistance became available, 


it was, alas! too late. is pure spirit fled to its Creator. .To the . 
sorrow of his broken-hearted mother we need not advert here. Nothing 


could console her, Not even the generous testimonial of Sultan Maha- 
mad II., who presented to Mrs. Davids a splendid diamond ring, accom- 


| panied by a letter expressing his high approbation of the work dedicated 


to him, and his deep regret at the author's premature death, 


In Arthur Lumley Davids the Jews of his day lost one of their 
brightest ornaments, His noble efforts contributed to vindicate Jewish 
fame from the unjust reproaches which the prejudice of ages had heaped 
upon it. He gave a glorious example to the youths of Israel, and no 


doubt the good seed has borne good fruit. Albeit there has been only one 


Numa Hartog; it is impossible to say what amount of honest emulation 


and good work the memory of Davids may have induced,

A REVIEW OF A REVIEW. 

Tux Standard contains a very able review of the first.volume of a work by 
Professor Fut, entitled the Philosophy of History in Europe, but the 
reviewer's criticisms on Judaism seem to us scarcely well-founded. Pro- 
fessor Fint, referring to the three ideas essential to the Philosophy of 
History, Progress, Unity, and Freedom, which he justly remarks might be 
expected to be found among the Jews, says :—- 


“ Judaism was of its very nature a religion of the future, areligion of hope ; 
expectation was throughout its attitude; it in all its parts pointed forward 
‘ beyond itself ; from generation to generation its voice was that of one crying 
‘Prepare.’ Still there is no evidence of the ancient Jews having attained to a 
conscious apprehension of the idea ef progress, and no distinct enunciation of 
that idea, I think, in the Old Testament.” | | 

On this the Siandard reviewer remarks :— 


But surely it is not wonderful that the Jew should have had no conception 
of progrees in the modern sense of the term. For_him the law was a stereotype | 
rule of life for all time, regulating his minutest actions; and, as the direct 
emanation of the Divine will, incapable of improvement. His king was God, 
and from sach a polity as this how was any progress possible? Even after the 
Messianic prophecies all that the Jews looked forward to was a revival of the 
_ old Theoerscy under more glorious conditions. This was not that process. of 
- gradual improvement which is what we now mean by progress. On the whole 
we should say the Jews were the least likely of any people in the ancient world 
to have entertained the notion of progressive development. | 

Now this is not quite accurate. The Law, being divine, was of course 
immutable—but its immutability was in its doctrine and its principles, 
- There is a great latitude as regards observance in Judaism as is evident 
from the statute providing of reference to the Elders in all difficult cases ; 
and from the history of the Jewish people, whose institutional observances 


have been greatly modified from the sacrificial institutions of byegone 
days to the liturgic:l institutions of our own. 

The principle of eventual unity of humanity is a constant aspiration 
of Judaism, Nay, more, It extends its fraternal arms to all the world, 


admitting all creatures of Provipence into the fold of brotherhood, and } 


setting férth as matter of doctrine that the gate of Heaven as open to all 


| good men whatever their race or faith, Freedom was first, so to speak, 


imported into the world, and the love of the freedom into the minds of 
men by Judaism when in the events of the Exodus, the redemption from 
bondage, the love of Liberty was sanctified by religion, The Standard 
critic speaks of Christianity as having combined the universal fatherhood 
of Gop, which is an attribute ascribed to} Buddhism, with the universal 
brotherhood of man. This is not so, considering that the creed of Chris- 
tainity distinctly excludes not only from communion but from hopes of 
salvation all men who do not believe in one special form of faith. The 
founder of Christianity himself proclaims his mission to be to bring 
dissension into the world even between the nearest and dearest members 
of one family. No people, it must be confessed, bearing the name of one 
eommon creed have had such internecive disputes in the bosom of their 
own community as have Christians. 

Professor Fiixt says, speaking of the medieval Christian Church, “ that 
it derived in part the unity and equality of men in Christ, and established 
sn institution which has long been more active than any other in separating 
man from man, and in enslaving the many to the few.” | 

Again, the reviewer quotes as under, from Mr. Flint: 


Intermediate between the Saracenic invasions and the Renaissance, they are 
one of the three great medieval incidents by which the more thoughtful minds 
in Europe were brought to see that the unity of humanity underlies even the 


differences of Christianity, Mahommedanism, and heathendom; and that the 


love of man to man enjoined by Jesus in the parable of the Good Samaritan and 
elsewhere must not be limited to the communion of belivers. 


To this, the Standard reviewer states : 


It never was so limited by any one except the Jews, to whom Juvenal 
makes it a special matter of reproach that their charities were limited to those 
of their own faith :— 

‘* Non monstrare vias cadem nisi sacra colenti : 

Quesitum ad fontem solos deducere verpos,” 
The Church never taught that men were to be left to perish in the wilderness | 
because they were infidels or heretics. They were to be converted or extirpated; . 
but the common charities of life were not denied them, which are all that are 
“enjoined by Jesus in the parable of the Good Samaritan. 


Now is this not extraordinary! The Jews have at least the charity 


which extends its influences to all humanity, utterly regardless of differences 


of creed, and, unlike Christianity, they do not close the door of heavenly hope 
to those who differ from themselves in creed. No. The Jew with a truly 
unlimited charity reeognizes the common brotherhood of humanity—the 
neighbour whom he is to love as himself, the stranger whom he must not 
vex, the bondman whom he must not send back to slavery, the widow and 
the orphan who must be protected—and in this recognizing the common 
brotherhood of humanity, it recognizes the Fatherhood of God. 

As to Progress it seems to be forgotten that what is called Progress 
by history is only the gradual arrival at those results in social sanitary 
judicial and moral.law which were given to the world in the Code of the 
prophet Moses and by the sages who followed him. With regard to Unity’! 
if the word be used. in the sense of admitting men to a community of 


| equality, surely Judaism offers the most salient example of such Unity when 


it proclaims that there shall be no distinction between the rich and the 
poor. Nether the one nor the other is to be preferred by reason of his 
wealth or of his poverty. Slavery was in its mildest form among the Jews. 
As is well known, even the privileges of a priestly caste were abrogated, 
the whole nation being a nation of priests. The king was not to multiply 
wives and wealth. In practice we may instance the general equality of the 
synagogue in whose service all men can minister regardless of priestly or 
other rank, in which the poor and rich fare alike ; we may instance the great 
Annual Festival of the Passover when rich and poor sit side by side at the 
board ; we may cite the supreme instance of the last laying of the body to 
its rest, when rich and poor in like array are carried in like manner to the 
grave. We offer these examples because they shew the spirit of the faith 
under whose gis these institutional observances have sprung up. | 


EAST AND WEST. 


Tux extreme East and the extreme West of London are both in serious 
want of Synagogue accommodation. We have called attention to: this 
requirement frequently and always earnestly. We call attention to it again 
sadly and solemnly. Ths matter is very serious. In it are involved the 
best interests of our community. Those who trifle with those interests ; 


| Who disregard them; who sacrifice them to ‘temper, caprice or stupid 


formality ; bear a grave and momentous responsibility, 
At this season of the year we urge on. our brethren of the metropolis 


| claims which must not be set aside. We listen to appeals from small 


provincial towns. We give freely for the religious wants of children in the 
far East, But the urgent spiritual necessities of our brethren close 
at hand we neglect, At Bayswater a dispute which became bitter and 
personal and yet did not involve a single principle has deprived hundred s 
of accommodation for religious worship. Is it possible that men 
can be so supine—so indifferent to the saving of souls? There is positively 
no accommodation for the worship of hundreds of Jews in the far West. The 
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present Bayswater Synagogue is filled. It cannot be anticipated that | 


during the approaching Festivals there will be standing room for the would- 
be worsbippers and their families. The consequences may be most serious. 
This *‘ neighbourhood” consists really of large districts. The central 
district is that most densely populated by Jews. It is called Bayswater, and 
the line of demarcstion between this and the next district, Maida Hill 
ghich lies on the East and North-East, is scarcely definable. Westward 
stretch the crowded streets, squares and terraces of Notting Hill, a district 
which bears towards Hammersmith at one angle and Kensal on the other. 
. Still more eastward and north-eastward lie Maida Vale, Kilburn, St. 
John’s Wood and Belsize, extending towards Hampstead on the North and 
Camden Town on the East. Southward lie the Park districts and South 
Kensington or Brompton, which are gradually receiving their complement of 
Jewish residents. The heads of the resident families are men accustomed to 
synagogue service, or they are men in whom a habit of synagogue service 
should be encouraged for communal if not for conscientious purposes. 
For as we have often said, the synagogue is in our congregational consti- 
tution the centre of the system. And if these men are excluded from 
ready attendance at public worship, they will be lost to communal life, and 
the interests involved will be grievously sacrificed, But whut is to be 
said of the ‘younger members of families. 
for the most part youths who in their schools and colleges mingle inti- 
mately with Christian comrades, and enter into society in which Jewish 
customs are unknown, and possibly despised. They are exposed to pecu- 
liar temptations, which lead to disregard of the institutions of their faith 
and eventually to disregard of that faith itself. These boys and young 
men, with their cultivated minds, their ardent hearts, their eager ambitions 
their intellectual powers, their noble aspirations: these boys and men 
belonging to a race which has the noblest lineage, the noblest history, the 
highest mission, the brightest future, of all races of the world: they should 
be the vanguard of civilization, the vanguard of the movement of the age, 


They should be the honour, the glory, the pride of the race to which they 


belong. But what are they likely to become if the gate of the synagogue 
be closed to them? ‘They will cease to rally round the standard which 
they no longer can perceive: they will pass from the thick of the fight 
which Judaism should ever wage against the social and mozal errors of 
the world: they will fall out of the ranks, linger in the rear, bs taken in 
flank by the enemy, and either be stragglers in the onward march of the 
world, deserters from the banners, or prisoners to the harassing assailants 
who with the war cries of materialism, philosophy and infidelity, are the 
most dangerous and most insidious of foemen. sais 

At the East End the danger is as imminent. Here there is a grow- 
ing artisan population—a population struggling to emancipate itself from 
the squalid and unwholesome dwellings of the eastern part of the city, from 
its pavperizing influences, its ill-paid trades and over-stocked markets, its 
traditions of gratuitous education, gratuitous medical assistance, gratuitous 
food that hand and brain should earn, and gratuitous synagogue sittings. 
This population, working its way eastward, is struggling manfally to free 
itself from the degrading tendencies of a dependent life, rendered doubtless 
necessary by the circumstances of our community fifty years ago, but requir- 
ing new conditions under the varied circumstances ‘of that community, by the 
progress of thought, and the changes in the intellectual and national atmos- 
pherein which our community moves and lives and has its being. The parents, 
hard-working, right-minded persons for the most part, are not, and do not 
pretend to be, well-informed nor wealthy, but they strive to give to their 
children a wiser, easier, nobler life than that with which they themselye$ 
have had to struggle. Are these the persons to discourage? Surely not 
They will form the backbone of the community, and their children who are 
receiving an enlightened religious education—an education the motto of 
which is Ora et labora—Pray, but Work—are being trained to become Jews 
with qualities such as England will require of her Jewish sons if they are 


to be worthy of the race of their fathers and the land of their birth. But- 


what will be the result if a synagogue is not at hand for them—a 
synagogue with an intelligent service, an ardent enlightened preacher, 
& satisfactory form of worship—a synagogue in which they will be 
made welcome and learn to love their faith—to grow attached to it 
with the steady force of their manhood grown out of the hope- 


ful teachings of their youth. Eastward and Westward this new — 


generation is rising; on the one side those who work by brain; 
on the other those who work by hand. On the one side those who are 
born in the purple ; on the other those who aspire to it. Is the synagogue 
to be closed to them ? Is the preacher tobe silent for them? Surely we 
shall not appeal in yain, when we speak in a cause so sacred—in a name so 
solemn—as that of the Judaism of the Future, Are vested interests, 
frivolous local attachments, cold red-tape formalities of a bran new consti- 
tution, to stand in the way? 


There is in our midst a powerful body which represents severa! 
-rich and influential congregations, numbering by far the largest 
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In these districts they are 


support, their pleas for establishment, were if we judge aright that—under 
their wgis the interests of Judaism would be better cared for and protected 


than hitherto; that the new generation would be attached to the Faith o 
which their hold was becoming relaxed. 


Aseuredly some such feeling actuated the pen of the unknown 
writer who with ardent heart first advocated the cause of Congregational 
Union. Some such feeling must have actuated the Council of the United 
Synagogue when they held it to be part of their duty and a fair charge on 
their budget to provide for the spritual interests of the prisoner in his cell, 
jhe patient in his hospital, the maniac in his asylum, Is it not then their duty 
to provide for the spiritual interests of the freemen, the intelligent and 
helpfal as well as of tae moribund, the madman and the calprit? They have 
held it to be their duty to provide for the accommodation of the bodies 
of the dead, to establish a resting place for the senseless and motion- 
less frames of their brethren and sisters when their souls haye passed to 
Heaven. But is it not also their work to provide for the living? To find 
praying places for the quick as well as resting places for the dead—to open 
the gates of prayer and meditation to those who through those gates alone 
can hope to reach in peace and gladness the gates of the grave? 


It is the duty of the Council of the United Synagogue to depute 
a committee of impartial and practical members to consider the matter 
of synagogue accommodation and not to bide the problem under an inter- 
pretation of the Constitutional Scheme which common sense doubts, and 
public feeling repels. Even in the steady law of England, a clause scarcely 
acquires in action the force of law till it has been backed by a precedent. 
It is for the Council to establish a precedent by considering 
East and West of London before it is too late. 


Too late! Ominous words at this season of the year, when the solemn 
sounds of the Shopbar warn us to take heed lest indeed it be too late for 
each of us, for all of us! Let us take heed lest it be too late when the 
account is asked of us for: those souls dependent on our wisdom, our 
experience ani our forethought: for those young brothers and. sisters in 


the case of the 


Israel who stand beside us now as innocent children, but who when they 


shall in their turn be warned by the sounds of the Shophar to seek forgiveness 


for the sins of their manhood and womanhood, shall be lost to a knowledge 


and a love of the service of the synagogue, the service of the community, 
the service of Him who is sought in the one and honoured by the cther.

_ Liverpool, next to London, and scarcely second to it, is the most 
important mercantile town in the great triune empire of the British Isles, 
It isfsaid that foreigners and even Englishmen who are familiar with the 
forest of ships and the stores of commerce which crowd the port of London, 


are yet overwhelmed with astonishment at the magnificent apparatus of —

On the contrary, not only are literature, art 
and science cultivated and honoured in this great commercial town, 
so that it rivals Edinburgh in its. Athenian proclivities, but ithe social

FAREWELL SERMON AT NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE, 

No one present at North London Synagogue on Sabbath last can 
reasonably doubt that the transference of the Rev. Morris Joseph from the 
functions which he so ably fulfilled in that synagogne to the new and more 
extended position to which he is called in Liverpool is a great gain to the 
Liverpool community and a great loss to the London community... We 
are aware that we express a very general opinion when we state that a more 
effective sermon has never been preached nor a more affecting scene witnessed 
in asynagogue, than when on Saturday last the Rev. Morris Joseph preached 
his farewell sermon to an attentive congregation, containing. numerous 
repretentatives of congregations other than the one which he is about to 
quit. The matter and the manner of his sermon were alike excellent. The 
purity of its style, the unaffected yet elegant mode of delivery, the logic of 

‘its argumentative portions and the deep pathos of the portions which 
appealed to the feelings of bis hearers, tended to.render thisjaddress a very 
powerful sermon, and to intensify the regret that years may elipse before h's 
forcible tones and eloquent language may be heard again in a metropolitan 
palpit. Unfortunately the store of synagogue oratory is not 
London can easily afford to lose him; but we cannot be so churlish as not to 
congratulate Liverpool‘on having secured his services. Women are readily 
moved to tears ; but it is rare to find the serious practical men who form the 
staple of a Jewish congregation give way to like signs of feeling ; yet when 
at times during the lecture on Sabbath last the preacher's voice was broken 
by tears and he could not control his great emotion, the sympathy of his 
hearers showed itself in no doubtful manner. 

The Rev. Mr. Joseph read in solemn and harmonious tones, 
though without the senseless and florid flourishes in which some ministers 
and some flocks delight, the whole service, including the reading ot the law 
and excepting the Haphtorah and the Meshibarachs.

The preacher spoke to the following effect : 

He alluded to the materialist speculations in which a philosopher 
recently sought to explain Nature as a series of developments dve to spon- 
taneous and material action, alleging that fabric to be indestructible which we 
believe to be determinable by God’s will. But though his the: ry accounted 
for the animal structure, the growth of the plant, the blessed hight, it was 
stopped by inability to solve the mystery of the Intellect, The mysteries 
of thought and feeling were hidden like the Holy of Nolies, and the 
philosopher who sought to penetrate them would be bafiled like Pompey of 
old; for the philosopher had not the privilege of the priest, to enter the 
Sanctuary and bear back the truthtoman. He whois led by his reason to doubt 
his God finds in that very Reason his great antagonist. He is checked on 
the threshold of his speculation by the most common wonder of all—Life 
itself, ‘ihe mind discovers its frailty when it seeks from the summit of 
knowledge of the finite to scan the Infinite. Intellect united with the 
flesh can never hope to scan the heights of Heaven and take captive that 
knowledge which belongs to God. As well might the prisoner chained in 

the deepest dungeon soar like a bird to the sky. But the heart can 
read the Infinite. Intellect cannot teach us to know the Creator, 
but Faith makes us believe in Him. Revelation compensates for 
the feebleness of mental power. We cannot solve the mystery of life;

It is to be achieved by falfilling subor- 
dinate duties. While some virtues can be carried out without distinction 
of race, position or education, others—Charity, Instruction and the Pro- 
mulgation of the Unity—are assigned to the wealthy, the wise, and—the 
To each man does God say,“ Whom shall I send ?” and every voice 
should respond ** Here am 1; send me.” We are God’s messengers, each 
according to his strength and opportunities. Itis even one comfort of the 
poor and the suffering that to them belongs the splendid opportunity of shew- 
ing an example of constancy and faith, and thus being useful and noble in 
spite of their misfortunes. Elisha was ploughing and Amos was a 
shepherd when called on to speak God’s will. Let us not close our 
hearts to the voice that summons us, There is no life so worthless 
that it may not be redeemed, Even Moses feared his own unworthi- 
ness; but he who compassionately bore back the tired and thirsty 
lamb to the flock was chosen as a shepherd. A master of fiction describes 
how a man who had led a worthless life redeemed it by sacrificing it for 
another, The story is a romance, but the moral is a sober reality. That 
which makes life usefnl is not great power, but the will to use opportu- 
nity. Rich or poor, wise and ignorant, each may help to leave the world 
better than he found it—evyen the waifs and strays of humanity who blow 
about for a lifetime on the bleak plains of existence’ may teach others 
how to be resigned and how to believe. God does not always choose the 
noblest or most gifted. Let each one, according to his heart’s impulses, 
be realy to answer the voice of the Lord—‘“ Here am I; send me.” The 
preacher then addressed some_touching exhortations to a Barmitzvah 
boy, who had, he said, that day taken his place in the ranks of 
God’s people. He (the preacher) had already tried to prepare the boy’s 
young heart to receive the golden seed which fell:on it from Heaven, 
He reminded him in that sacred place of the splendid privilege of his faith, 
and implored him to give it his loyalty and love. Now when knowledge began 
to rise within the boy’s mind with golden glow, when the gentle beams of 
religion began to tinge his deepest feelings and to linger about bis life, let 
his Faith (for which he had thanked Heaven that day) be his guide and 
solace in all chanées of existence. Then after blessing the boy with the 
Benediction of the Kohanim, the reverend gentleman bade farewell to 
his flock, Ile referred in most touching language and with scarcely cons 
tro'led emotion to his zealous desire to preach’ God’s Word—his mission 
assigned to him long ago when he felt the call in his heart, and 
answered “Here am [; Send me.” He saw around him many a new 
face; but missed many an honoured form. The kindness of the dead 
still lived in his breast. Their kindness would be dead like they were, 
if it had not lived still in his heart. He thanked the living for 
their {crbearance to him as congregants and friends. He prayed for the 
stalwart man, for the gentle woman, and for the litle child who loved to 
hear the preacher’s voice, and whom the preacher loved, He went not for 
yepose, but humbly and ardently to fulfil new.and extended duties. He prayed 
that God might strengthen the hands ef his successor, that, He would bless 
them all! He wished them all good tye, which truly meant God be with 
you! Might God be with them in this sacred place, and in their homes ! 
A very affecting prayer concluded the address. 

After the service a great crowd of congregants of al] ranks and classes 
gathered round the reverend gentleman at the Reading-desk and bade him

YOUNG MORTARA, 


~ 


We recently mentioned that the yvondam boy Mortara had become a 
priest of the Augustine Order, and had preached his first sermon. 


The Gacetta d Ialiatakes advantage of this circumstance te give some account 
of young Mortara. From 1858: (when he was torn from his family) till Oetober, 
1870, he remained always at Rome. .The Papal government. had him carefully 
brought up, and appointed him, while still young, Canon of the Lateran. Up 
till 1867 he had not slightest intercotirse with his family. After the battle of 
Mentana his father (who hoped soon to be ordered-to Rome) entered into corres- 
pondence with him, which the Papal authorities graciously allowed. The letters 
of the young man displayed culture, and closed always with the demands that 
his family should become converts to Christianity. These letters however, of 
course were.always read by his superiors before being posted. After the Italian 
troops had taken possession of Rome his father repaired thither in order to fetch 
his son, But twelve years of priestly training had exerted their influence upon 
him. Ife would not see his father. Old Mortara applied to the’government 
The general gave him pleasant answers, but . 
found it advisable not to interfere, and that out of respect for the clericals, 
“who were not to be exasperated.” Soon after young Mortara wrote from 
Bologna to his parents, telling them that he was firmly attached to the Catholic 
religion, and could not, therefore, indentify himself with them. He went then 
to Belgium, and La Marmora was glad to be thus relieved of this troublesome 
matter. In Belgium the young Mortara perfected himself in French and entered 
the Augustinian order, His first sermon has given great satisfaction, and on the 
occasion he sent a letter to Pius IX. expressing his gratitude, which is said to 
have given extraordinary pleasure to the old Pope.

FREE SEATS IN SYNAGOGUES.

Sir,—I am a poor Jew with a large family (my friends tell me that 
all poor Jews have large families) and I ama regular attendant at one 
of our large synagogues. That is, Iam what is styled by some of the 
petty officials a “squatter.” I occupy, nearly all the year round, the 
seat of a gentleman who seldom has occasion to pray—I suppose for the 
(to him) ample reason that he is already sufficiently blessed. Le little 
thinks how much.good he does by staying away from synagogue, 1 pray 
for him—my first prayer on entering the synagogue beivg that he might 
not come there that day. For, he once had Jahrzcit ona Festival and I 
was terribly put out when he ejected me—with such alook! At the time 
of Rosh Hoshannah and Yom Kippur, of course, I cannot occupy a seat 
in this fashionable synagogue—! am too poor to rent a seat and it is no 
use begging for one—even behind the door where the draughts are so 
great that perhaps I should be laid up for a month if | did get a 
seat there. I have a couple of grown-up sons too, I leave out of 
the question the case of my wife and daughters, for fhey are 
too sensitive to put up with ail the little indignities which petty 
ofiicials know so well how ‘to show to one who has tne’ imper- 
tinence to come to synagogue without being endowed with any other of 
God’s blessings than a large family : and even this, as modern philosophers 
say —mind, J don’t say so—is a doubtful blessing.

THE HIGHER EDUCATION OF JEWISH BOYS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sir,—The season for making our annual arrangements for the 
education of our boys having again come round—for as though in some 
way connected with the ancient Jewish method of reckoning time, tlie 
educational year in all countries commences in September or October—it 
behoves us, ere it be too late, to consider what we can do for the Jews’ 
College end what the Jews’ College can do for us, with respect to those of 
our sons who are prepared to receive that higher class of education which 
has secured for Jessel, Simon and others and would have secured for 
Hartog, had his life been spared, that high social position so gratifying to 
every Englishman to whatever religious community he may belong. That 
the teaching power of the College has hitherto been fully equal to the 
requirements of the community can scarcely be claimed especially when we 
consider the facts that more than one student has been removed from the 
college to the City of London School and other public schools to complete 
his education and that the instruction obtainable even in the sixth forms of 
our public schools is only such as is necessary to secure the student admis- 
sion to the lowest rank in a university. But there is no absolute necessity 
for the existence of this state of things nor any reason why J ews’ College 
shonld not attain as high a reputation amongst Jews as King’s College, 
London, already enjoys among Christians. : 

The power of granting degrees is quite of secondary importance as 1s 
evidenced by the value attached to the Associateship of King’s College 
just referred to. It is customary among Christians of the Church of 
England to admit only those who have taken a degree at one of the 
universities of Oxford, Cambridge, Dublin or Durham to exercise the oflice 
ofa minister of religion, yet such is the reputation gained by King s College, 
ndon, through the high class of instruction given there that the Testamur 
is accepted without question by most if not all the Anglican bishops as 4 
“ qualification for orders ;” and the Archbishop has granted to the principal 
of the College the power to confer a distinctive academic hood, such as 18 
— Usually conferred by universities alone upon theological students who have 

been educated at King’s College. psa 
an equally high reputation amongst Jews ? The attendance of Jewish 
Students at Christien colleges and universities is extremely distasteful to 


Christians generally, although none are treated with greater respect, none 


Why should not Jews’ College obtain — 


amiable than Jewish students; whilst the Jews are placed in a false and 
disadvantageous position because their religion necessarily excludes them 
from offices to which perhaps their merit would o herwise entitle them. 
But this is not the sole cisadvantage under which the Jewish student 
labours when placed at a Christian College. The Christians’ belief that 
they alone will be received into Heaven would induce them to use greater 
energy to carry out their doctrinal principle of proselytizing in proportion 
as the Jewish student was beloved and respected: and the eighteenth of 
the Anglican “ Articles of Religion” which is found with mere verbal 
modifications in the Articles of all Christian sects states that : 

“They also are to be held accursed that presume to say, That every man 
shall be saved by the Law or Sect which he professeth, so that he be diligent te 
frame his life according to that Law and the light of Nature. For Hols 
Scripture doth set out unto us only the Name of Jesus Christ whereby men mast 
be saved,” 

Now it is absolutely in the school and in the eellece that the most 
lasting impressions on the mind are made: ani when new ideas this 
obtained are not counteracted by. the stricte-t attention to religions 
discipline at home the student at last becomes entirely neglectful of hs 
religions duties, if he do not renounce Judaism altogether. The reme!y is 
to raise the Jews’ College to a standard of exe-ilence which shall enable 
every Jew to <end his sons there with the same confidence that they will 
obtain the very highest class of instraction as that which a Christian feels 
in sending his son to King’s College, London. Let him have confidence that 
in addition to sound religious instruction he will acquire °s good a genera! 
education as can be obtained in the best Christian schools, and equal 
benefit will accrue to the College and the community. If this were done 
there would moreover be no difiieulty in obtainmg a Royal Charter 
empowering the College to grant certain degrees —say those of Bachelor of 
Letters, and of Bachelor and Doctor of Judaic Divinity—to students who 
have-creditably completed their studies ; and thus the Jewish community 
would have a tangible position in the Republic of Literature and would 
honourably compete with other religious bodies. ‘The precedent for sich a 
charter is to be found in St. David’s College, Lampeter, which has the 
power of conferring the degrees of B.A, and B.D, although not affiliated 
to a university. 


Financially, the College is not weak—at least if ifs presen’ resources 
be weak, its means of enlarging them might be strong—and if it were raised - 
to the standard propose !, fands would certainly be contributed to prevent 
pecuniary difficulties ; but it is essential that there shonl i be some arproach 
to permanency in the filling of the chairs, The organization of the Edaca- 
tion Committee some seven years since might have been beneticial had 
there been a few men of decision $upon it, having the ear of their ¢ )l- 
leagues; but commencing its operations agit dil with an association of 
gentlemen who were, with a few exceptions, better fitted to talk paternally 
to the students and politely to their mothers than to cagage in so purely a 


‘ business undertaking as the management of a college, it bas resulted in 


nothing useful ; and the display of something like énergy is now absolutely 
requisite to prevent the College degenerating into an inferior establishment, 
Unpleasant as it may be to admit, it is impossible to deny that the present 
position of the College 1s decidedly unsatisfactory. ‘bhe absence . of those 
demonstrations which, are usual in all other English schools, and even in 
the Jewish-English schools, and the changes in the staff of teachers are so 
frequent, and the reticent conduct of the Council in not ealling public 
attention to the institution is so marked, that few take much interest in the 
welfare of the establishment, and the progress of the students is seriously 
impeded: but before the commencement of the New Year the organization 
of the Governing Body may be improved by eliminating the useless mem- 
bers and appointing in their places men practically acquainted with English 
college and school-life, and a line of action may be determined upon, which 
will ensure success, It must be remembered, however, that the time has 
arrived for settling the weighty question whether England shall have a 
Jews’ University C llege or a Jewish Collegiate Dame-school, and the 
settiement wiil entirely depend upon the energy and judgment of the 
Governing Board and the mortal support which they receive from the com- 
munity.— Yours obediently, Davin.

On Friday last a Flower and Fruit Show took place at Sandy, near 
Bedford, which was attended by a large assemblage, including the borough 
and county members, and many of the principal gentry of the district. 
Among the special prizes was a prize offered by Mr. Lissack of Bedford, 
for the best pound of butter. The value of these shows is very great, as 
the societies under whose aaspices they take place not only stimulate 
farmers and cottagers to develop the resources of their land, but princi- 
pally because they form a centre of union for the exchange of ideas upon 
subjects of common interest, between landowners, farmers and cottagers. 

After the show a banquet took place in a spacious marquee. A repre- 
sentative of the Jewish Chronicle, who was one of the visitors at the Show, 
was specially invited to the banquet, and to respond to the toast of “ The 
Press.” In deference to his wishes to leave Sandy before Sabbath, the 
position assigned on the programme to the toast of the Press was altered, 
and it was proposed immediately after that of “The Borough and County 
Members.” 

Mr. Anruvr Peet, M.P. (Secretary to the Board of Trade in the late 
administration), in proposing “ The Press,” connected with the toast the 
name of the representative of this journal.

were writen for the one as for the other; and from the great Jupiter of the 
Press down. to its lowest and homblest representatives in England 
they were all actuated by the same feeling. Mr. Myers added: 
J am loth to speak of the particular class that I myself represent ; we are 
thankful for the consideration that ig shown us, and I am sure that even 
a word thrown in edgewise would be received by you with kindness. We 
Jews have much to be thankful for to England and to Englishmen. On 
the banner of enlightenment is inscribed first the name of England; it was 
England and Englishmen who first set the example to the world, that we 
Jews were at any rate worthy to be tolerated, and therefore perhaps 
worthy to be respected too, (Loud cheers),

Sr. Tuomas.—The Cornhill Magazine contains an article on the Danish — 


West Indian Island of St. Thomas, in which there is a paragraph relating 
to the Jews. The writer says: “The very climate that may occasionally 
somewhat slacken their outward man has no relaxing effect on 
the irrepressible energy of their will. It is curious to enter their 
synagogue—a large, crowded and evidently thriving one—and to 
hear the unchanged songs of old David and older Moses in the oldest 
language of the Old World intoned here with as much fervency of utterance 
and singleness of belief as ever they had been in the Eastern hemisphere 
under the palms of Jordan long before a western world and the cocoa nut 
trees of its islands had been heard or dreamt of. 
on the world’s racecourse, they bid fair to be among the first on its books 
when the winners are told off at its close, Meantime the antithesis, their 
activity affords to the lounging, careless, take-it-easy movements of the’big 
negroes at every turn and corner does much to enliven the sun heated 
streets and thoroughfares of the town.” . 

Free Synacooves.—The Jewish Messenger in referring to the accommoda- 
tion at the New York Synagogues during the coming High Festivals asks: “ Is 


anything to be done, however, for the poor ?—The time may come when a grand 


free synagogue will be erected, open all the year round, and rivailing the 
Catholic Cathedral in magnificence, where every worshipper will be equal-in the 
sight of man as well as of God, and Judaism will not be divided into a multitude 
of communities, with petty'rivalries and advertised attractions, many struggling 
for existence, others battling with the demon of debt, some famishing for spiri- 
-tnal sustenance. Meanwhile we suppose the old road will be followed, scanty 
if any accommodations afforded to the poor; but there must be an improvement 
before many years. _

Jewish Calendar. Compiled by the Rev. M. H. Myers, (3, Solomon, 37, 
Duke Street, Aldgate.) 


This work is not a competitor to the ancient and well known Calendar 
of Vallentine nor to the more recent Calendar of Abrahams. It is a work 
arranged in another manner and for another object. It fulfils a great 
requirement, for it furnishes what has long been needed, a diary affording 
at a glance an indication of the ordinary English or civil dates and of the 
Jewish holidays and specially notable days, with spaces for notes and 
memoranda. The English dates precede the Jewish dates in the diary, 
There are convenient tables of the Weekly Lessons or Portions and 
Hiaphtorahs, also a very usefal table of dates of Jahrzeit or anniversaries 
of the death of parents, most necessary for the members of the Jewish com- 
munity who celebrate these melancholy anniversaries in a traditional 
manner, which has its utility as well as its poetry. Pages of interesting 
“reading matter’’ culled from various sources are interspersed among the 
numerous advertisement pages which are bound up in the book, We 
believe this work (the compilation of which reflects great credit on the Rev. 
M. Myers) will be found extremely useful. It has been edited with great 
care, The typography is excellent, 


The Light Thrown on the Bible by Recent Discoveries. By M. N. Avuzr, 
.A, (Sabbath Reading of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of 
Religious Knowledge. ) ‘ 
This paper contains the substance of a remarkably clever lecture 
delivered at Jews’ College by one of the hardest working members of the 
community, Mr. Marcus Adler, one of those earnest and modest men who 
Do good by stealth and blush to find it fame. 
Mr. Adler’s motive in his lecture, and in the tract which publishes the lec- 
ture to a more extensive audience, is to show that recent practical discoveries 
tend to substantiate the essential truth of Biblical statements. It is laugh- 
able to find that while certain so-called discoveries of science find adherents 
and approvers, who, forgetting that these are merely speculations and often 
baseless theories, imagine that they controvert the truth of the Bible ; the 
real discoveries—those who discover something tangible instead of merely 
discovering the nakedness of their own theories—substantiate the truth of 
the statements and the history contained in the Revealed Word of God. . 
Mr. Adler justly says : : 


It is a remarkable fact that, much as nations such as the Chinese, Egyptians 


| Chaldeans, Persians, and Greeks differ from each other in culture, they have 


severally preserved legends of the Cosmogony, of the original happy condition 
of man wher in Paradise, of his primeval longevity, and of the early practice of 
the arts—and.that all these legends agree in the main points with tradition as 
handed down to us in the Bible. 

There is hardly a nation, however savage, whether the Hindoo on the banks 
of the Ganges, or the primitive American of the Orinoco, whether the Red Indian . 
or the Pacific Islander, which has not preserved some tradition of a deluge. 

After describing George Smith’s Chaldean Tablet, the inscription on 
which occupies aquite unreasonable portion of the tract—a portion that might 
have been better devoted to inferences and instruction—Mr. Adler explains 
the mode by which the antiquity of the Chaldean records has been arrived at 
and authenticated. Dr, Ginsburg’s translation or rather intérpretation of 
the celebrated Moabite Stone is also given atlength. This testimony was 
eloquently enlarged upon by Dr. Benisch at Jews’ College, previously to 
Mr. Adler’s lecture, as Mr, Adler observes. The paper shews in 
its entirety great research and erudition. Mr. Adler has studied the sub- 
ject not empirically, but with care, patience and industry. We wish that 
such papers were more numerous. ‘The concluding sentence of the tract is 
admirable :— 

Of this we may be assured—the more carefully we study the ancient histor- 
ians, or the results of recent discovery and research, the clearer will be our 
comprehension of the Bible ; and only then can we become sufficiently impressed 
with the life-like pictures of the different nations of antiquity as drawn by the 
Prophets. Let us as Jews profit by the information thus laid open to us, and 
let us feel thankful that in these days when scepticism is rampant, the earth
